ments funds. It is stated that he was too en- 
gr<fe&ed to present his claim for $1 for a year't, 
salary, or refused to take it when it was tcn- 
dnred.

the case of Schwab it has been proved, to the 
satisfaction of all reasonable minded persons 
at least, that the wild charge of "wartime graft 
attributed to him is wholly without founda- 
tion. Schwab was a tower of strength for hib 
country in the war.
